A year ago today, the Beacon carried a banner head- 
line, heraldingsto the world, “THOUSANDS ARE COMING 
TO HUNTER’S: POINT.”’- Thousands have come to Hunter’s 
Point. A bit of the prophet, the Beacon. It prophesied that 
there would be 250 buildings at Ridge Point, filled with 2,000 
families. There are 250 buildings, which are rapidly filling up. 

It prophesied all about Double Rock and Candlestick 
Cove, which were then in blueprint stages only; the Com- 
mercial Center, with. its modern stores, shops and facilities. 
It all came true. 

By that time, our crystal ball became a bit murky, we 
suess, because we neglected to mention all of the new an- 
nexes, the trailer camps and so on. We did say, however, 
that there would be Well Baby Clinics and a Public Health 
infirmary, Recreation buildings and Nursery schools, Day 
Care Centers and public schools. And, well, you guessed it. 
They are all here. Playgrounds, too, and more are. being 
built. ar E 

The Beacon has enjoyed its first year of visiting in the 
homes at Hunter’s Point. It has thrived too. From a puny 
child with only 1,200 circulation, it has grown into a lusty 
youngster with more than 6,500 homes to visit every two 
weeks. It has grown as Hunter’s Point has grown. 

A year ago there were Only 1,550 workers and their 
families at Hunter’s Point. Today the population has jumped 
to 12,245. A year ago there were only two projects com- 
pleted, Middle Point and*Navy Point. The number of projects 
finished since then is growing évery week. During the last 
week alone, three projects have been opened—South Gate 
Annex, with 304 dormitories;:Double Rock Annex, with its 
22 buildings, and Navy Point Annex, which calls for 696 
dormitory units when everyone is built. 

The Beacon has tried to fulfill the promise of its name, 
“Beacon,” meaning guiding light. It has tried to record the 
happenings and events of interest to residents of the Point. 

A year ago, -the Beacon “signed off” an editorial with 
“Hasta la Vista,” which is the Spanish way of saying, “Be 
seeing you.” Again we say, alte la Vista Hunter’s Point,’ 
and “may your tribe increase.”

On July 5, 1944, at Vancouver, 
Washington, someOne dropped a 
match or lighted cigarette into a’ 
wastepaper basket in a dormitory | 
wash room. 

Two sleeping persons were burn- 
ed in the resultant fire and died 
soon after. Three firemen were in- 
jured in fighting the fire. Proper- , 
ty damage was about $6,650.

On July 4, 1944, at Miami, Flori- 
da, a bottle of gasoline brought into 
the home for cleaning purposes 
was accidentally broken. The gas- 
oline fumes caught fire from an 
open flame. Two children were 
burned to death. Their mother and 
another child also received burns. 


WARNING: Use only safe 
cleaning fluids which will not 
explode or catch fire, and, if 
you must do a lot of home 
cleaning, do it outdoors. 
Never use gasoline, benzine, 
naphtha or anything contain- 
ing such dangerous fluids for 
home cleaning purposes. 


Christmas Mail 
Rules Set Forth 


The Navy Mail Service, one of 
the largest postal distributing sys- 
tems in the world, has a huge task 
ahead in getting Christmas pack- 
ages and mail to Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard personnel throughout 
the world. 

To make that task as easy as pos- 
sible, Capt. James C. Clark, U.S.N,, 
officer-in-charge of the Fleet Post 
Office in San Francisco, appealed 
to gift senders to begin preparation 
of packages and letters immediate- 
ly in order that they will be re- 
ceived approximately on Christmas 
Day. 

One of the most important fac- 
tors in speeding up mail delivery 
overseas is correct addressing. Mail 
properly and fully addressed is sel- 
dom delayed, Captain Clark empha- 
sized. 

The official Navy address must 
be used always. One postal spokes- 
man said, “No matter what news- 
paper or other publicity is. given 
regarding the location of a service- 
man, use his official Navy address. 
Don’t address him at Saipan or 
Cherbourg just because he was in 
an engagement there. Failure to 
comply with these official instruc- 
tions will result in a long delay in 
the arrival of mail.” 

Other instructions called for se- 
cure wrapping and prompt mailing, 
as soon as possible between Sep- 
tember 15 and October 15. 

The mail service has established 
more than 5000 postal units 
throughout the world. 

Typical of the Navy policy of get- 
ting mail to service personnel as 
quickly as possible is the example 
of the invasions of Kwajalein and 
Saipan. Letters were distributed 
from a troop ship not far off shore 
three days after D-day to men on 
vessels supporting the attacks.

More than a score of youngsters 
go there daily while their mothers 
are on war.jobs—and to these child- 
ren every day is a day of fun. 


Many children arrive at 6 a.m. 
At 8 o’clock, they have a hot break- 
fast before a morning of super- 
vised play. During this time, they 


Hunter’s Point, a spot virtually un- 
populated prior to 1942. 

It’s hard to overcome that dis- 
appointment, Miss Richart finds, 
even though you know the real 
purpose for being in California is 
to fill an essential job and help 
shorten the war. 

Converting these visitors to San 
Francisco, telling them of the 


things and places which will please |- 


them in the city and where they 
can find them, is one of the things 
that Miss Richart does so pleasant- 
ly that soon the disappointment is 
gone. Soon her tenants feel they 
have found something even better 
than that which they first sought 
and did not find. F 

Her, eyes are warm and soft 
when she listens to the tales of 
“her péople”, and perhaps it’s her 
slow gentle smile and low voice 
which can change an irate tenant 
into a good neighbor, into a com- 
munity leader. 

Perhaps too, it’s her belief that 
what she does isn’t “work”, but a 
task of joy. : 

“People lose their anger after. 
they enter my office because of 
something within themselves, “she 
says. “All I do is listen, do some- 
thing if I can, the same help I 
would want if I too were lone- 
some or lost among many strang- 
ers.” ; 

Anyone who passes through the 
door of Miss Richart’s office in- 
stantly loses the anonymity of be- 
ing “ just another tenant.” Once in 
that office, they become individu- 
als, very important individuals. 

“Hivery person has something so. 
nice about. him, so interesting and 
individual, and that’s what I try to, 
discover in every one who visits 
me,” Miss Richart explains. 

In a few words, Miss Richart 
has that rare gift of liking people 
and making them like her.

doors. 


After lunch, there’s more outdoor 
play and then a nap until about 3 
o’clock. Then there’s a Snack and 
story telling until their parents 
pick them up at 6 p.m.

Children will continue to 
arrive at 6 a.m. and have break- 
fast before .leaving for ‘classes.

So many letters have come to 
the Editor of the Beacon recently 
that we have decided to establish 
a regular “Letters’ to the Editor” 
column. 


Please feel free to write to us. 
We will make every attempt to 
give intelligent replies. In this way, 
one resident’s problem, which may 
also be bothering others, will “get 
around” through the columns of 
the Beacon. . 


Here is the first one. This pro- 
blem has been bothering us too! 
To the Beacon: 

I am a service wife, which I rea- 
lize is no distinction during these 
times, but. I mention it simply as 
part of my story. I have two child- 
ren, both pre-school age, to pro- 
vide a home and adequate care for. 
The allotment which the Govern- 
ment. provides for us its hardly suf- 
ficient to meet our expenses and 
in order to augment this sum, as 
well as to contribute in some way 
to the war effort, I was only too 
anxious to sign up ‘for work at 
Hunter’s Point Naval Drydocks, es-, 
pecially, and only, because I was 
told that at Ridge Point, where I 
was to live, there were lovely, big, 
sunny, well -equipped buildings 
known as Child Care Centers where 
I could leave my children with ut- 
most confidence while I ‘worked. 
They were to be fed and given 
supervised play and ‘rest periods, 
etc. | 

These arrangements sounded too 
good to be true. They were exact- 
ly the answer I had been looking 
for. That is, they WERE. 

When I arrived at Ridge Point, 
I found, that, contrary to every- 
thing I had been promised—Oh, 
the buildings were all right, but in 
them, at least near the apartment 
where I was to live, was not the 
equipment necessary to care for 
the children. 


Instead, I found the Manager of 
the Project had set up his offices. 
Needless to say, these circumstanc- 
es have greatly inconvenienced me. 
For a period of four weeks I was 
unable’ to start work because I 
could find no one to care for my 
children: During this time, I was 
compelled to ‘provide food and 
clothing for them on the allotment 
alone. Now.-that. Ihave found a 
reliable woman to care for them, 
a large part::of' my ‘weekly salary 
must be spent for her services. 

It seems to~me that an organi- 
zation as large’as the San Francis- 


leo Housing Authority is, should 


certainly, be able to provide a 
building for its staff so that the 
children of war workers could be 
properly taken care of:
